Fhe magiſterial ſyrup (as to the manner) isuſed 
cither by it ſelf, ont of a ſpoon, or ( which is mcſt 
uſual) diſſolved in ſome fit liquor,as above. 

As to the qzantity,and that the continued, or u- 
nited, they uſually but very ill define it from two 
ounces to three ounces: they may truly look into 
the quantity of the Catharticks,but "tis but curſo» 
rily; and perhaps in the mean time are ignorant 
of what quantity of ſugar the Apothecary hath 
made itup with al; hence is it that they arc un« 
certain concerning the doſe, Itor my part con- 
cetve jt may be halt an ounce,an ounce, an ounce 
and half,two ounces,three ounces,5, 6, according 
as the Liquor with which the ſugar is boyled 
wto a ſyrup, is impregnated wirh the more copi- 
ous or violent purgers-but thus it is, the doſes of 
tie purging decoftions,infufions,things difſolved, 
©. are tobe accounted, for how many times they 
Bay ſerve to purge withal, confidering them all 
tag ether. As for example, ſuppoſe them to' ſuffice 
tor eight times, and toone nound of Liquor; im- 
pregnaied with the virtues of thoſe purgers you 
| may 
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may add one pound of pure Sugar,and toy] ittoa 
Syrup. If you ſhal divide thoſe twelve ounces inx 
to eight parts, (for there are cizht purging doſes) 
there wil ke an ounce and half for one doſe: and 
if you add only eicht ounces of ſuzar to make it 
ta ſyrup » there wil be on? ounce more for cy-ry 
doſe:o&c- 

As to the divided quantity, it is uftraly given 
once or twice a monethin chronical diſeaſes;ard 
ſo that filth that is uſually gathered is gcnily to- 
ken away,thzt it cannot arrive at a quantity ſufft- 
cient to breed a diſeaſc. | 

But the time of taking it is ficteſt in the morning, 
as before. 

The UTILITY is great in chronical diſcaſes, 
in which there 1s need of a continual] pr2cailticn, 
or a gentI2 evacuationto be frequently renewed; 
It orherwile , excrementitious humours that ae 
apt to breed divers affe&tions ſhould be heaped ro- 
gcther in ſuch diſtemper'd bodi. -,znd ill-aff:&:d 
bowels,which are by this means oppoſed; and an 
occaſion of future affc&ians quite taken away. = 


AXIMADVERSIONS of SYRUPS. 


(Oo ouming the quantity of Sugar for Syrups , 
"tus mach diſputed on, ſe that you wil hardly find 
any precept abſolne, and agreeableto the nature of 
very thing : Meſues that Author of the Art is varys 
ing, for be preſcribes in cold Syrups, eſpecially of juye 
ces, to ote pound of liquor eight ounces cf ſugar; as in 
ſyrup of Verjuyce, ſo that the Liquor is more than 
the ſugar by a third part : inother places he preſ- 
eribes the Liquor to double the quantity of Suger s 
aS in Syrup de Ponnis Sabor; ſometimes to 
Ives 


\ 
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treble it,as fn the ſyrip of fowr Prines, aud that 
which ix moſt wonderful, ſometimes tobe ſix times more 
then the ſugar , as in the ſowr ſyrup of Quinces: 
ſometimes that the ſugar ſhould denble the Liquor, 
ſo that to ſix ounces of Liquor, he preſcribes one pound 
of ſugar; ſometimes to eight ounces of Liquor twelve 
ounces of ſug ar ; ſometimes he preſcribes a like quan+ 
tities of Liquor aa4 ſugar; but moſt commonly Meſues 
preſc ribes in hot ſyrups bath of Sugar and Liquor, a 
like quantities,or a little more or leſi, &c. 

Modern Writers do much wr angle among them- 

>lves: ſometimes they appoint according to the rule 
of Syrups a like proportion both of Sugar and liquor, 
ſometimes more of the Sugar , or more of the Liquor, 
Silvius, Fernelius, Joubertus, and Rondeletius, 
chief Writers of this Art, preſcribe ſeveral quanti- 
TeS- \, 

In Syrups made of Fuyces, the Liquor generally ex- 
ceeds the ſugar: but su particular,for one pound of the 
Liquor they ſometime s put ſeven ounees, ſeven ounces 
and 7 halt, eight, eight ounces and a half, nine , or 
of each a like uantity, as the nature of each particu* 
lar Juyce requires. 

In ſyrups made of infuſions they every where put of 
the infuſion and ſugar, ana; but in ſyrups made of des 
cogions, ſometimes of each alike , or ( as it is moſi com» 
__ they let the Liquor exceed the ſugar by onc 
third. 

_ The thing ſeems indifferent ts me , onely t he nature 
of the ſyrup is ſomewh at more exa{tly to be weighed; 
7n which t wo things are chiefly to be conſidered. viz: 
1.The ſuger(or ſometimes H oney ) which 15 02ly as the 
ſubjed to receive the eſſence of the ſimples , and pre- 
ſerve their virtues. 2. That virtue or eſſence.conſitting 
7n the Tuyce, Infuſion, or DecoGjon, from an” the 
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ſyrup bath his force or energie, as the conſervation of 
that eſſence from the ſugar; the ſyrup being compoſed 
by the union of both, through the evaporation of the ſue 
perflnous bumids: y. 
Now every one knows that if you diſſolve one pound 
of Sugar in any quantity of Liquor , it may eaſily be 
boyled ro the confittence of a ſyrup; that is alſo appa- 
rent, and approved to them that know the making of 
extruts,that the Licnor in which the eſſence was dif. 
fuſed,and with which it was drawn forth ( which is 
correſpondent to the Fuyces,) whether it be 2, 3, 6,0 
$ pound, &c. may be wholly evaporated, ſet in Balnco, 
or over aſhes , the eſſence by little and little taking 
what confiſtence you wil either of a ſyrup,or ſome ſolid. 
er form; why therefore need they trouble themſelves as 
bout the proportion of either in vain, ſeeing they may 
reduce any of the aforeſaid proportions to the form of a 
ſyrup: for if the things compounding the ſyrup: (viz : 
Sugar, Fuyces, Decofiions, Infuſions , &c- what ſoever 
be their quantity )can be boyled tothat ordinary conf fie 
ence , by conſuming the watriſh parts, what matter is 
it in what quantity they are joyned. If Joubertus aud 
Silvius boy/ three pound of Liquor with one pound of 
Sugar to the height of a ſyrup; why may it not be done 
with the like proportion of your Medicinal liquor,whe- 
ther Juyce,Infuſion,or Decottion; aud on the Contrary, 
if to three pound of Sugar you add only 1 pouni of the 
Liquor, as Rondcletius in his Syrup of Limons, 
why may not this be done alſy; therefore in appointing 
the caantity of ſugar for a ſyrup , we muſt net ſo much 
regard the quantity as the force of it, and intention or 
purpoſe of the Phyſitian, as for example: ſuppoſe 
teat one pound of fimples decofied or infuſed 
bave imparted ' three ounces or four _— 
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of virtuous eſſence to four pound , or fiveof the 
| Liquor of the decoGtion or infuſion ſtrained, if you pre* 
ſcribe of that Liquor and Sugar, ana, one pound, as 
| we uf, ally ao {or a ſyrup , *rwil truly make a ſyrup, 
but of little efficacy , and in a pound of which 
there wall be contained onely a dram of eſſence ; ſo 
that each gunce wil contain but v-gr.but if the afore. 
ſaid half cunce of eſſence be diffuſed only in two 
pound.of Liquor, and you preſcribe one pound of ſyrup 
to be mad: of that &-ſugar,a na,you wil have a ſyrup, 
arl that effeftual , in which pound are Contained 
two drams of the eſſence, and in an ounce of which rt. 
mains half a ſcrutle of eſſence:but if you boyl thoſe two 
pounds of Liquor in which four drams of eſſence rs con- 
tained with one pound of ſug ar onel;, you wil have a 
moſt effetiual ſyrup,in which is cont 1ined three drams, 
or half an ounce of eſſence, and in an ounce of whichic 
one ſcruple:but i! you yet deſire it more efjeAual, take 
to thoſe two pound of Liquor but half a pound of Su- 
gar, and you have alſo in this three arams, or half ay 
ounce of eſſexce; and in every ounce of it wil be half a 
aram,or two ſcruples of eſſence. 

Therefore we muſt not ſo much look on the quantity 
of the Liquor, as 01 the virtue and eſſence wherewith 
it u fraught ; or from wh at quantity of matter it is 
extraded. Laiily, what weight of Liquor ſoever you 
boyl it in,whether a pound , two pound, or three, Oc. 
this is tobe chiefly marked, (that you may be the more 
certain of the efficacy of your ſyrup,and may preſcribe 
it weaker or ſtronger as ſhall be for your purpoſe) that 
you ſhould ſee to the virtues and efficacy of it rather 
then to the quantity of Liquor you preſcribe;therefore 
"Tis beſt to follow rhe common rule, where they uſually 
preſcribe the Liquor and Sugar in equal parts , that 
Jou may bave ſome knowleds of its operation. 
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Of Vomitcryes. 


He excrementitious humors , whether natu- 

ral excceding in quantity, or preternatura 
in any quantity, either mixed with the blood in 
the veins, or re{[1ding elſewhere, arcapt to breed 
an 1] habic, and therefore require an evacuation, 
chiefly that way they naturally tend, by condue 
cing plzces or veins for their expulſion, whether 
by purgine(ciher particular oruniverſal_)Urine, 
Sweat, inſen{it le tranſpiracion,or Vomit. 

And although Medicines which perform either 
of theſe may in general be called purgers, yet 
particularly they ar2 counted ſo which draw 
torth the excrements of the body by ſtool and 
yomiting: and of theſe thoſe which by ſtool 
evacuate, are fignificantly called purgers3 
thoſe which expel things upwards, Vomitoe 
ries. 

A Vomitory js not ſo much a name of the Jiv 
quid torm of a Medicine as of the faculty of it, 
tiking Its namefrom the operation; yet it uſually 
lignifi-s both, viz. the Medicine procuring that 
mot'on or evacuation of the humors upwards,and 
al:o the form in which itis preſcribed; of which 
my intentton is here to write. 

A VOMITORY therefore is a liquid form 
ef a remedy preparcd of a ſimplc o—_ 
'C 
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calMedicinc,boylea,in-uſed,or ditlolved in tome 
Liquor , evacuating 8& expelling pertiorce by the 


moth any thing hurcful to the Stomack, and ſu, 
perfluities either of meat, or excrementitious hu» 
mors from it and the adjacent parts. 

This trom its cttc& may be faid three-fold, 
evacuating,revelling,and deriving, 

But from the manner of working one may be 
tzymed genle,correſpondent to the mollitying and 
lenitivs purger, working more by its quantity; 
another mderate, which operates by its quality; 
another violent, an{werable to thoſe purgers pro- 
pcrly called Catharcicks, provoking this motion 
by a ſpecitical and internal virtue. 

Vomicoryes are ſimple, or compound. 

The more SIMPLE conſiſts of fair water war- 
med,drank ſuddenly to a pint or better; warmed 
Barlcy water in a good quantity; the fat broth of 
fiſh drank plentitully , Mad plentifully taken, 
which G.:{ex preſcribedzany ſorc of drink drank 
ſuddenly and liberally; Hyarzleum, 7: e. water 
and oy], rocight ounces or ten, common oy] to 
{cur ounces or 11x drank warm, and melred bute | 


The which and ſuch like other gentle vomits 


(improperly o called) we uſe chiefly,when thoſe 
things chat are to be voided this way , (whether 
things taken down,or divers forts of impurities, 
and vicious humours contained in the ftomack,) 
are fo ready tor cvacu tion, that upon every lttls 
occation,withcur much troubl> they may be cx* 
peIP4 wherker nature be inclin'd to it crnor, Or 
wither ſh:ftrive to thake off ſuch a burthen nime« 


bly enough or not, or þ2 noi ſufficient of her 
{clf,then with their gencler fort do wwe give occa* 
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ſion of ſucha motion to the excretive faculty, 
if it be du}, and as it wereſhew her the way : or 
elſe if ſhe moves but unperfely , werender her 
endeavourthe mcr2 eaſie by theſe means; which 
we often do alſo ( without giving a vomit } by 
thruſting the finger down the throat, or a feather 
dipt in oyl. But thoſe which work only by their 
quantity,and move the excretive faculty. by their 
warm moiſture & fatneſs,are not p:ofitable when 
that that is tobe vomited up, either is not in 
the ftomack,but in the adjacent parts; or elſe are 
contained in the more remote parts:or if in it,are 
fixed in the tunicles of it; or are not prepared; ſo 
thatthey cannot be ſhaken out without a greater 
and more violent motion ; for then cis becter to 
uſe the compounds. 

In the COMPOUND Vomitory two things are 
tobe conſidered,1.The matter of which*tis made. 
2. The things to be diſſolved in it. 

The MATTER ofa Vomitory i; two-fold, Lis 
quid and ſolid. ; 

The liquid matter ( or liquor) with w hich Ide» 
fined a Vomitory, and which is for the moſt parc 
uſed,cither provokes vomit, or doth not provoke 
It. 

That Liquor which doth provoke vomit is ei- 
ther a deco&z0n or anzxfuſion,or ſometimes water,or 
a ditti:led Liquor.

A510 the guality of the Liquor in which they are 
boy iced, you may take very commodioully fait 
Water,or (where the humors are alſo to beclean- 
ſed irim the ſtomack) Berly water . or ſome de» 
ccAion ( wherz they be dry, ſharp, and hot, ) or 
Mead , (where groſs clammy humors are to be

convenient liquor diſſolved, an4 as it were milked tho- 
row the ſtrainer, ow whence its name uſed to alter 
eivers wayes, made only for preſent uſe.

They otherwiſe call tem more rightly, Elc« 
Aruaries, which now are in nſec twofold ; the ſos 
lid, which is otherwiſe called a tablcr, or the 
foft, oth-rwiſe called an Opiatz; both theſe wcre 
by the Greeks called antidates, yet this name ex» 
teeads nxt to include the purgers, as our appella- 
tzon of Opiates.
